FLNERAL CUSTOMS. 


An Aililreas to the Public. 


We deem It a duty as Christian minis- 


ters to utter u word of counsel to tbe peo- 
ple whom wu serve, on it subject the del- 
icate nature of which we fully appreci- 
ate, viz.: the burial of our dead. From 
our position as ministers of the. gospel we 
urc, perhaps, more fully cognizant of cer- 
tain evils connected with the matter than 
others. Relieving tbat these suggestions 
will be received in the, sumo spirit that 
prompts them we recommend tho follow- 
lug: 


1. Thut no funerals bo arranged to oc- 


cur on the Lord's Day, except iu cases 
where, nvromtlty may render It imperative. 
While tbe duy wllh ministers ia generally 
luken up with other duties, It seems un- 
just to unnecessarily demand of others 
the lime which they may wish to uso for 
rest uiul public worship. Besides, ills- 
play tin Much occasions ofllinea mocks 
genuine grief, und Is not in harmony with 
tho teuclilugHof Christianity. 


2. Tbut utility and simplicity should 


govern in tho selection of burial cases 
uud paraphernalia and all tbe details loci- 
dent to the burial of our dead, Customs 
prevail which entail upon families In 
moderate circumstances debts which bar- 
rass them for a long time. The surround- 
ings of funeral occasions are such that 
tho nearest rclallvet are often deprived of 
all power to judge with calmness, or con- 
trol expenditures with prudence. They 
satisfy themselves in giving the mailer 
into the hands of others, with tbe single 
request that such a burial be given us 
custom jdemunds. It needs, therefore, 
that custom be wisely regulated. The re- 
forms of most Immediate value which we 
would here suggest are Ihese: Thai the 
duty of tbe public at funerals should gen- 
erally bo considered as ended when tho 
religious service is concluded ut the 
church or rcnidonce; thivllbc family pro- 
vide no carriage* except for their own 
use; that thu progress to the cemetery 
and the interment be private, for U is un- 
seemly that the solemnities of death 
should bo turned into a pugcant. 


3. Thul at all tunes the burial case bo 


permanently and perfectly closed before 
tho beginning of the religious services, 
wherever conducted. It frequently hap- 
pens that luc desire of relatives to obtain 
the latest possible sight of their dead 
prevents this until tuoclosoof auchlser- 
vices. And the custom of affording an 
opportunity at tbe same time for all to 
Approach und look upon the face (if tho 
dead, we believe alio to be seriously ob- 
jectionable; bonce we advise the aboli- 
tion of these practices, and for two rea- 
sons: Firm, from sanitary considerations. 
Medical science makes known numberless 
dangers as attended upon the; presence of 
exposed dead bodies In crowded rooms. 
Second, great sorrow seeks retirement. 
It seems, .therefore, in accord with tbe 
finest feelings of our common humunily 
that relatives should take their farewell 
while atone, and that the funeral notices 
Indicate tbe tluic when Iho same privilege 
will be accorded nil friends and the pub- 
lic, but always before the beginning of 
the obsequies,

TUB ALARM. 


This morning about 6 o'clock an alarm 


of fits was sounded by Ibe Catholic cuurch 
bell and from the different hose house*.— 
The cutlro fire department was out In 
double quick time, when It wus discovered 
that thu dock department of Huberts, 
Oreete ife.Co.'scoflln factory, on South 
Morgan street, was In (lames. The fire- 
men, 
under the direction uf Ihe excellent 


chief, Win. Dodion, and his assistants, 
Hewes and Ehrman, went to work man 
fully, but owing iu the fact that the 
building contained u vast amount of com- 
bustible material, such as dry lumber, 
shavings, paints, oils, etc., and the addi- 
tional fact that astrongwlndwasblowlnj 
from the northeast, they were unable lo 
slay tho rnuid progress of the fire, and In 
tbe brief space uf one hour only the black 
uncd walls remained tu tell tbe story. 


HOW IT OHIUIMATCD. 


It has been the custom of the engineer, 


George Roberts, for tbe past three yean 
to make aflre In his engine soon after five 
o'clock each morning, leave everything 
secure, and then go home to breakfast. 
This be did this morning, and while he 
was away the fire broke out In the engine 
room fruu a dying spark from the tar- 
nace, which Ignited some sbavlni(* which 
were piled up in a corner of tb* room.— 
Mr. Darbcr.tbe engineer al Ihe old Elwood 
planing mill, WHS tbe first inan at the 
burning building, and be states thai when 
he arrived the engine room was completely 
tilled wltb .smoitc. He tried to break In 
the doors, but could not. The fire com 
munlcaled Mist with the dry buuse south 
uf tho engine, and then wllh tbe main 
building. 


TUB LOSS. 


The building destroyed wus a three 


story brick, with a basement, which was 
used as a painting room. The first floor 
had been used its a machinery room, and 
to the west end was the office of the 
establishment, containing shrouds, dry 
goods, and silks and satins. Tbe second 
Iloor was used as a bench room, and wa* 
wcll-lllled wltb coffin B and cut lumber. 
The third Iloor was the finishing and stor- 
age room, In which were kept a large 
stock of fine coffins, and other valuable 
material. 
In the office was tbe safe, con- 


taining the books and account*of the firm. 
An effort was made lo remove it before 
tbe flr* communicated with lb* office, but 
owing to tbe suftocatlng imoke all at 
tempts to get at it proved fruitless. A* 
the fire progressed the safe fell with a 
crash to tbe basement, and wa* protected 
from serious damage by a steady stream 
of water from a hose In the hands of a 
half doten firemen. Tbe entire loss I* 
roughly estimated at about $29,000, 


TUB INSDHAMCI. 


The burned building was erected about 


six years ago, at a cost of $9,600, and 
contained this morning stock and (Inure* 
Invoiced at |18,000. Tbe Insurance on 
the building, and contents, amount* to 
about |6,800, in the following companies:

A Washington dispatch to the New 


York Tribune, dated M«y llth. isys ; 
"Mr. t'onkliog's statement in his rpvcch 
upon tbo army bill with regard in tho 
sources from which the greater portion 
of the revenues of the Government ire 
oollocled, has given rise to a good deal 
of study and inquiry, with a view, if 
passible, to overturn his statement*. 


Senator Hill, in his speech upon tho 


legislative bill, paid especial attention 
to this subject, and attempted to an- 
swer the argument made by Mr. Conk- 
ling. Quoting from Mr. Conkling'a

Tho first railroad company chartered 


in the state of Illinois, was ''the Chica- 
go and Vinconnes,' the charter being 
approved Jannary 17, 1833. The cor- 
porators were John H. Kenzie, Gurdnn 
S Hubbard, I'etcr ljruyno,dcorge W. 
Dole, John II. Murphy, Isaac 11. Mopres, 
Leander Munsell, (lideon Minor. Milton 
K Alexander, William I!. Archer, Ja? 
('. Hillibcrt, Jnmes S. Oto, Wickliff 
Kitehell, Samuel Harris, Abner (irccn, 
David S. Bonner, Arthur Branson and 
Samuel Manday 
The cliarter runs fifl 


yearK. 
The capital stock was three 


million dollars The company was auth- 
orized to construct a single or double 
railroad track from the town of Chica- 
go, in Cook county, passing through 
Iroquois county, Danville in Yermillion 
county, Paris in Kdpar county, through 
Clark county, I'alestii.e in " Crawford 
county, and thence to the great \Vabash 
in Lawrence county, opposite \ in- 
ccnnei 


The second company chartered was 


'The Jacksonville and Mercdosu lUil- 
ro.ul Company,1' apprmed February •">. 
18;i,"i, from Jacksonville to Mercdosm 
on the Illinois river, with authority to 
construct a branch to N'aple- 
The 


incorporntun were Thoina- I. January, 
Matthew Stacy, Newton rorsytlu, Alex, 
lirothcr, Porter Clay, A II. Huikner, 
J. i'. M'ilkiiison, Jos. Iiuticiiti and Ira 
Ildvenpurt. 
At a special session of the 


Icf-islature no Ic^s than rii/htrfit railroad 
companies were incorporuied. Out of 
tbe eighteen only one. the (lalena and 
Cliie.i};o I nion, wns ever built, though 
poiuons of charters were afterwards 
used 


Tho -.eseion of the legislature of 18H7, 


besides the railroads authorized tn be 
built by the state by the Internal Im- 
provement System act, chartered twen- 
ty one private companies. 
The follow- 


ing are tho railroads chartered by the 
act establishing a general system of in- 
ternal improvements: 


First—From Cairo to Gnlcna, \ia 


Vandalia, Shclbyvillc, 
Decatur 
and 


lilnnmingtoi) to tho southern terminus 
of the Illinois A: Michigan Cnn.il at 
Poru or La Salic, and thence by way of 
Savanna (Carrol! county) to Galena.

Third—From Quiney to the Indiana 


state lino in the direction of Lafayette, 
via Mt. Sterling, J.^Uonville, Spring- 
field, Dccatur and Danville ; appropria- 
tion ijl.800,000. 
Called the Northern 


Cross Hail road, now the Wabaih. 


Fourth—A branch of tho Central 


Railroad diverging at or ntjar Shelby- 
ville, running through Charleston and 
Paris, in the direction of Terre Haute, 
Indiana, to the state line ; appropria- 
tion if650,000. 


Fifth—From Peorin to Warsaw ; ap- 


propriation $700,000. 


Sixth—From Lower Alton to con- 


nect with the Central at the intersec- 
tion of the branch roau to Tcrro Haute; 
appropriation $000,01)0. 


Seventh—From Belleville via Leba- 


non to intersect the road from Alton to 
Mt. Carmel , appropriation $250,000 


Eighth—From Bloomington to Mack- 


inaw, Taiewell county, and then diverge 
by two branches—one to connect with 
the Peoria and Warsaw at the Illinois 
river, the other to run through Tremont 
to Pekin. 


Tbe whole nunfber of miles of railroad 


contemplated to be built under the In- 
ternal Improvement act, was about thir- 
teen hundred. The first railroad in the 
state of Illinois completed was between 
Jacksonville and Meredosia, a distance 
of twenty-four miles. It was put into 
operation in May, 1839. 
The cost of 


buildingandequipmentwait436,233.33. 
The first locomotive was put on the 
track in Illinois November 8, 1838, and 
ran eight miles, carrying GOT. Duncan, 
Stephen A. Douglass, Murray MeCon- 
nell and others. The only portion of 
the grand system of roads laid out to he 
done under the Internal Improvement 
act finally completed was the railroad 
between tbe Illinois river und Spring- 
field, sixty four miles, at a cost of over 
one million dollar.", and afterwards sold 
for one hundred thousand in state 
scrip. 


Tha second road completed and in 


operation ivm- the Galena and Chicago 
I'mon, which was completed from Chi- 
cago to Elgin in 1S50, twelve years after 
the completion of the Northern Cross 
road, from Springfield to Mcrcdom.
